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CITY HAS ENVIABLE RECORD 

IN PATRIOTIC ACTIVITIES 


From the reports of the War De¬ 
partment, Red Cross Society, Liberty 
Loan committees, United War Work¬ 
ers and every other patriotic activity 
launched for the year just ended, 
South San Francisco can point with 
pardonable pride to a record of un¬ 
failing support of the war work of 
Uncle Sam, and the report just issued 
by the United States Treasury De¬ 
partment shows that this support goes 
on with unabated enthusiasm, the 
Bank of South San Francisco having 
an enviable record among the finan¬ 
cial institutions of the State. 

The Bank of South San Francisco 
has relegated the phrase “100 per cent 
American” to the scrap heap—it is 
more than 150 per cent patriotic, as is 
evidenced by its subscription of $110,- 
000 of United States Treasury cer¬ 
tificates issued in anticipation of the 
Fifth Liberty Loan. The quota as¬ 
signed was but $65,000. Considering 
that only a small percentage of the 
banks of the State have subscribed 


that if there was not one dollar of 
cash in its vaults there would still be 
sufficient government securities on 
deposit to meet the surplus required 
under the State banking laws. 

This patriotic support of the gov¬ 
ernment by the bank only reflects the 
spirit of the individual resident of 
South San Francisco. The city stands 
second in the county in the purchase 
of War Savings Stamps, according to 
the report just completed by County 
Director Thomas J. Wiseman. The 
total amount subscribed in San Mateo 
county was $603,146.05, and of this 
amount South San Francisco bought 
$106,230.55. The city of San Mateo 
led with in excess of $167,000, Red¬ 
wood City and Burlingame being next 
in order after "little old South San 
Francisco.”

AN AMERICAN EPIC 

“South San Francisco—An Ameri¬ 
can Epic.” 

That is the title that might be en¬ 
graved on the cover of the history 
that will some day tell the story of 
South San Francisco from the days, 
not so very long ago, when it ran 
mostly to marshes, to to-day, when it 
is the factory center of San Mateo 
county, with a weekly payroll of 
$200,OdO, amounting in a single year 
to over $10,000,000. 

South San Francisco is a dream 
come true; the dream of W. J. Martin 
of the South San Francisco Land and 
Improvement Company that here was 
a site unequaled for industrial enter¬ 
prises, rail connections, deep water, 
close markets, cheap ground. With 
his characteristic energy Martin 
pulled the wires that brought the first 
factories to the place, and a gradual 
and steady growth began, culminat¬ 
ing in the suggestion by E. G. Eks- 
trom, fresh from recent successes as 
a shipbuilder, that South City was a 
good place to start a shipyard. San 
Francisco capitalists were quick to 
grasp Ekstrom’s plan. The result is 
the Schaw-Batcher plant, where half 
a dozen 8800-ton steel freighters have 
been turned out in record time. There 
were a few factories in South City 
then.

There 
has been considerable discussion 
among employers and business men 
of the possibility of a general strike 
about the first of February of the iron 
trades over the entire country. 

Newspaper Hoaxed. 

The San Francisco Call on Wednes¬ 
day, following an effort on the part 
of one of its reporters to obtain data 
on the strike situation, carried an 
article that three men had been killed 
by shooting and five severely injured 
in rioting at the shipyards here. 

Shortly after its publication the 
story was discovered to be a hoax, 
and the Call immediately recalled the 
edition from the streets and printed 
a conspicuous denial of the story, 
offering a reward of $500 for the ar¬ 
rest and conviction of the man who, 
representing himself to be Mr. 
Bishop, an employee of the ship

STRIKERS AnACK GEO. 
SLAVIN BY MISTAKE 


SHOWER HIS AUTOMOBILE WITH 
STONES; THEN CLAIM MIS¬ 
TAKEN IDENTITY. 


George Slavin was attacked on the 
Visitacion road at 10 o’clock Wednes¬ 
day morning by a group of strikers 
from the Schaw-Batcher Company 
Ship Works. There were about six¬ 
teen men in the gang. Slavin says, 
who stood on the side of the road and 
showered his passing automobile with 
a fusillade of stones. Slavin stopped 
his car, alighted promptly, scored the 
crowd for their cowardly attack, then 
peeled his coat and challenged any 
one of them to come up and fight him. 

The men apologized for their action 
and stated that it was a case of mis¬ 
taken identity, they having believed 
that he was a Schaw-Batcher man 
for whom they had been lying in wait. 

Slavin resumed his journey, without 
further mishap, to the Enterprise 
Foundry, where he is superintending 
the installation of a fifteen-ton open- 
hearth furnace, which will be used by 
the company for the manufacture of 
billets used in its foundry. 

Slavin was formerly connected with 
the West Coast Iron Works, the San 
Francisco plant which the Pacific 
Coast Steel Company purchased last 
December. 


Henry Joseph Simon, a structural 
iron worker in the employ of the J. 
G. Williams Construction Company of 
San Francisco, was crushed to death 
late Friday afternoon by the giant 
open-hearth ladle crane at the plant 
of the Pacific Coast Steel Company. 

There is an element of mystery 
connected with the man’s death. Ac- 
I cording to F. J. Brooks, mill clerk of 
i the Pacific Coast Steel Company, 

! Simon had no reason for being on the 
crane^track at the time of the acci¬ 
dent, as there was no work being done 
or planned on the structure for sev¬ 
eral days to come. Officials of the J. 

| G. Williams Company, Brooks says, 
are unable to explain why Simon had 
climbed to the beam of the crane. 

Following the accident the remains 
were taken to the undertaking par¬ 
lors of Nieri Bros., where it was dis¬ 
covered that practically every bone 
in the man’s body had been broken. 

Ilis widow, Mrs. Frances W. Simon, 
was notified and came immediately 
witli her brother to South San Fran¬ 
cisco. The death of her husband was 
a terrlblo shock to the young wife, 


who only a week previous had, buried 
her little daughter, a victim of in¬ 
fluenza. 

The inquest was held on Tuesday 
evening, the coroner’s jury returning 
a verdict which Held the Pacific Coast 
Steel Company negligent in not pro¬ 
viding a warning signal on the crane 
which, according to witnesses, oper¬ 
ated so noiselessly that Simon had no 
knowledge of its approach. 

Simon was a native of Wisconsin, 
where the body was shipped for 
burial.

INTRODUCED BY SENATOR M. B. 
JOHNSON. 


BLUE TRIANGLE MEANS CHEER 


(By A. P. Bellisle.) 

Sacramento, Jan. 17.—What is 
known to be the briefest but most 
important measure presented to the 
Legislature is Senate Concurrent 
Resolution No. 3, of which Senator M. 
B. Johnson of Montara, San Mateo 
county, representing the Eleventh 
District, is the author. It provides 
for the calling of a constitutional con¬ 
vention and submits the question to 
the people by a vote at the next gen- j 
eral election. 

It has been deemed advisable to. 
revise the State Constitution, which 
was enacted forty years ago and j 
amended so often that it is now in a 
deplorable shape. It has outgrown 
conditions which have been changed 
iu all those years, and this fact is 
conceded by all those familiar with 
legislative and administrative mat¬ 
ters as well as the general laws of 
the State. According to the recom¬ 
mendation made in the resolution, 
this question will be left with the 
people to decide. The resolution will 
pass without a dissenting vote in both 
houses, it is expected. 

This question was dwelt upon by 
Governor William D. Stephens in his 
address before the Legislature at the 
opening of the forty-third session.

Friday night two masked Chinese 
made their way through the rear door 
of the back porch of tlie place and 
into the kitchen. Mrs. Biven, seeing 
them first, screamed a warning to 
Hung as she saw their revolvers flash, 
but the warning was too late. Four 
shots rang out, two of which took 
effect. The cook crumpled upon the 
floor, dying instantly. 

The murderers made their escape 
through a rear door. The police were 
notified at once, hut so far no trace 
of the two tongmen has been found. 
The San Francisco police are assist¬ 
ing the local authorities In an effort 
to round up the fugitives.

Many 
others are unwilling to undertake the 
I “day-labor” jobs, which alone they 
can find. There is every prospect 
that, unless remedial measures are 
promptly taken, the sight of stranded, 
j workless, moneyless soldiers will he 
' common throughout the land.

Farmers’ Wives Hoapltable. 

“I will say that those women were kind 
and hoapltuble. They fixed It up be¬ 
tween them to feed us forty girls, and 
they gave us good food too. But for 
rooms, that was the question. They 
could each spare one room. That 
meant sleep five or six In a room. But 
right then along came the boas of the 
factory and told ub the machinery was 
ready and he'd expect us girls to work 
double shifts, night and duy. 

“He wanted to make use of every 
minute, you see. But that gHve us our 
cliHnce ss to sleeping. We fixed It up 
with the farm folks that we’d werk 
double shifts and sleep double shifts 
too. 

“So we planned It. Three girls 
would use a room from eight at night 
till six the next morning. Then they'd 
hustle over to the factory, and the 
three girls who’d been working all 
night would take the room and aleep 
till afternoon. It waan’t any luxuri¬ 
ous slumber, believe me. The farm 
women had so few sheets and ptllew 
cases that moat of us went without. 
And towels were scarce as diamonds 
on blackberry hushes. As to soap— 
well, the general atore kept yellow bar 
soap, that kind that la so fuH of rosin 
you could uae It to calk a ship. Rut 
we made out till the next three car¬ 
loads of girls came rolling In. Then 
we went 'most distracted. Those poor 
girls had to sleep In tents and in thn 
cars that the workmen had abandoned 
by this time, and they were lucky If 
they got a straw tick and a blanket.

Marks of Service 


As the soldiers come back it will be interesting to distinguish the mean¬ 
ing of the various chevrons which they wear upon their sleeves. We subjoin 
a list: r 

A single red chevron signifies “discharged with honor.” 

A single blue chevron signifies less than six months’ service abroad. 

A single gold chevron for each wound received in service is worn on 
the forearm of right sleeve. 

A single gold chevron for each complete six months’ service abroad is 
worn on the forearm of left sleeve. 

A single white chevron for each complete six months’ service in the 
United States is worn on the forearm of left sleeve. 

There is generally a mere question of opportunity, not of willingness 
or ability, between these service marks. Often the man who would gladly 
have served abroad has been retained in this country simply because he has 
shown superior ability and therefore was better qualified to instruct others. 
The man who displays any one of the chevrons above described has done his 
full duty by his country and is worthy of honor.

(Continued from Page 1.) 


The war revealed to us many of the existing conditions of America. It 
showed us that among our young citizens of draft age a very large propor¬ 
tion, through illness or physical imperfection, were unable to meet the re¬ 
quirements necessary for military duty. It also brought into view an 
illiteracy greatly exceeding our realization. Among the men of draft age 
there were 700,000 illiterates. 

Such a condition is most unfortunate. Our country, in spite of the 
vaunted advantages of education which it is supposed to give, is not doing 
its duty along educational lines, and along lines of preparing men for citizen¬ 
ship. 

Besides this large number of illiterates, there are many people in this 
country who, though they read and write some foreign tongue, do not read 
or write English. 

These people also are seriously handicapped. English, the dominant 
language of America, must be understood if Americans are to have a com¬ 
mon viewpoint of policies and ideals. It is in communities where little Eng¬ 
lish is used that foreign propaganda finds its readiest field. 

The United States must look to the education of her children and the 
Americanization of her youth.

Every tax assessor and collector in 
California has been warned by Con¬ 
gressman Randall that section 1(4 of 
the California Constitution requires 
every soldier, sailor or marine who 
served during the war with Germany 
to be exempted from city, county and 
State taxes on all his property to the 
assessed value of $1000. Mr. Randall 
is the author of this law, and its bene¬ 
fits go to soldiers of all wars. As 
property is assessed at about one-third 
of its value In California, the law ex¬ 
empts from tax payment three-thou- 
sand-dollar homes or other property 
of that aggregate value. If the sol¬ 
dier does not own that much property, 
so much of his wife’s property is also 
exempt to make up the total exemp¬ 
tion. The widow of a soldier, or if 
there is no widow, the widowed 
mother of the soldier, is granted the 
exemption, and all pensioned widows, 
fathers and mothers are exempt from 
taxation under the Randall law.

MRS. MEDILL M’CGRMICK 


To those of our readers who may 
mot be familiar with the work of the 
San Mateo County Public Health 
Service, we offer a short statement of 
the activities of this body. It was or¬ 
ganized for the purpose of bettering 
the health conditions of those in the 
the county who, either through lack 
of knowledge or lack of funds, were 
unable properly to care for their own 
health. The work was undertaken 
through funds raised by private sub¬ 
scription, later supplemented by 
county funds. Miss Hazel Wedgwood 
was engaged as public health nurse, 
In affiliation with the Red Cross Town 
and Country nursing service. One 
medical and dental clinic lias been 
established in Daly City, which is 
open to patients every Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. A second dental clinic has been 
opened in San Mateo, which operates 
four mornings a week. Space will not 
permit us to elaborate upon the work 
accomplished by the Public Health 
Service. At some future date we will 
give a detailed report of the work.

Four departments of the French

Lnbor, 

Lieutenant Pott net of the Ministry 
of Labor recently requested that this 
Y. W. C. A. work be begun for girls in 
his offices after seeing the social and 
recreation centers which had been 
opened at the request of the Ministry 
of War. Sixteen centers of this kind 
are operated In six cities In France. 
Three of them arc In Paris. 

The last of these Foyers dee Allieea 
Is for girls who are working In the De¬ 
partment of Labor. It Is far down the 
Heine, under the shadow of the Eiffel 
Tower, and*t>vorlooks the Qual d'Orsay. 

The rooms arc bright and cheerful, 
with chintz hangings and cushions, 
comfortable chairs, reading and writ¬ 
ing tables and a fireplace. A kitchen 
has equipment so that girls can pre¬ 
pare meals for themselves. They go 
to the foyer for their two hour lunch¬ 
eon time, for social evenings and for 
classes In English.

HENEY WIEGERSON DEAD,

TO COUNTY FARM 


Henry Wiegerson passed away at 
the Red Cross Hospital at 12:15 
Wednesday morning, following an op¬ 
eration at the hospital Monday night 
for an internal trouble. Tuesday his 
condition was so improved that his 
rapid recovery was expected by his 
family, to whom his sudden death 
comes as a great shock. 

Wiegerson went to San Mateo fifty 
years ago. At that time stages were 
the only means of transportation, and 
San Mateo wasn’t even a full-fledged 
village. Wiegerson saw the city 
forge slowly ahead through his many 
years’ residence there. 

He was a prominent member of 
the Odd Fellows and Rebekahs and 
had charge of Odd Fellows’ Hall on B 
street. He was 71 years old and a 
native of Germany. 


Failing to obtain water at the 
county farm and hospital by sinking 
wells on the property, the Super¬ 
visors are considering a plan of 
bringing water to the institution by 
pumping it from the Spring Valley 
Water Company’s lakes. At last Mon¬ 
day’s meeting of the board, County 
Engineer George Kneese was directed 
to prepare plans and specifications, 
together with an estimate of the cost, 
for constructing a pumping plant, lay¬ 
ing the necessary pipe and building a 
suitable reservoir for receiving the 
water at the hospital. The present 
plan is to tap one of the large mains 
of the Spring Valley Company just 
below the dam. The pumping plant 
will be erected at this point and the 
water pumped over the San Mateo 
road to the hospital in a four-inch 
pipe. The distance that the water 
will have to be carried is a little more 
than two miles. The reservoir to re¬ 
ceive the water will be constructed on 
a high hill just above the hospital 
building in order to obtain the neces¬ 
sary fall. 

The scarcity of water has been 
one of the big problems at the 
county farm, and the Supervisors 
sank wells in different parts of the 
property in the hope of obtaining a 
sufficient supply. The last well was 
sunk more than 300 feet without find¬ 
ing any indications of water. 


The grand jury has filed a pre¬ 
liminary report with the Board of 
Supervisors recommending that the 
county farm and hospital be main¬ 
tained at its present location and that 
plans for building a new county hos¬ 
pital at a more accessible location be 
abandoned. 

Steps toward selecting a site for 
a new hospital have been taken by 
the Board of Supervisors, who re¬ 
cently appointed an advisory com¬ 
mission of three citizens to assist in 
the selection of a suitable site. Many 
offers of sites have been received by 
the board, and it was generally be¬ 
lieved that the building of a new hos¬ 
pital in the near future was a fore¬ 
gone conclusion.
